Shifting Currents of the Great Stream 
May Take Away Their Homes or 
Double Their Acres.

WATSON, Mo., Feb. 28.--While the courts 
ATs ling whether certain thousands of 
arres of valuable land belong to the juris- 
dietion of the tax collectors of Nemaha 
County, Nebraska, or Atchison County, Mis- 
sourl, the owners and tenants of the real 
estate In question are quietly going on their 
humble way, many of them unconscious of 
the fac: that their homes and holdings are 
the subject of weighty legal discussion, and 
those who are aware of it are not all 
comerned, for no matter which State wins 
there will be little difference in the taxes. 

In many respeeisa the life of the peopla 
wo actually oocupy these lands is similar

The words in common, every-day use by 
the weather forecaster, though understood 
in a general way by the public, do not bear 
the full meaning tha: they are intended 
to convey.

Two of the most commog words ueed are 
‘clear’ and ‘fair. " These words are us- 
vally used almost indiscriminately to de- 
note a aloudiess state of the atmosphere 
and mo rainfall et all. As used by the 
weather bureau that is the meaning of

MISS ISABELLE EVESSON’S OPIN- 


TION OF “SAPPHO.” 


WHY SHE QUIT THE IMPERIAL. 


One Actress Who Declares She Does 
Not Believy in Stage Art for 
Merely Dollars. 


The resignation of Miss Isabelle Evesson 
es leading woman of the Imperial Theater 
Stock Company because she objected to 
playing the part’ of Fanny Legrand in 
“BSappho,”’ coming, as it does, while Miss 
Olga Nethersole 's having trouble with the 
police authorities of New York over the 
same play, ia peculiarly interesting. It af- 
fords‘a forcible illustration of how widely 
the views of two women of the same pro- 
fession on the mission of its art may di- 
verge. 

Miss Nethersole admitted, during her St. 
louls engagement several weeks ago, that 


she dlwported herself in the risque situa- 
tions and lines of “Sappho” because ‘“‘there 
were dollars in doing it." Miss Evesson, 
on the other hand, declines to become the 
Fanny Legrand of the play, although it 
means loss of dollars to her. She prefers 
to resign her position to the alternative of 
Sesiuming the role. She says she takes 
that position because she believes the mis- 
sion of the art of her profession tv be to 
elevate those who come under its influ- 
ence, and that this can only be accom- 
ished with a pure settin 

Thus the views of Miss 
actl reole,. to those expressed by 
Nethersole “he latter claims that. while 
parts of appho’’ may be naughty, the 
whole is e entirely acceptabie to the 
public by the moral ft is alleged to point. 

‘The stage is going wheresoever it will, 
because it will try to supply the demands 
of the public, but I do not propose to lend 
myself to the task of catering to a dis- 
eased and disordered taste,”’ said Miss Eves- 
son to the Post-Dispatch Wednesday. 

‘There are plenty of actresses—and good 
ones, too—who will do that work, and when 
it comes to Fanny Legrand, I muset.give 
Way to one of them. I have a different 
conception of oe mae from that which an 
actress must have to appear in pubile tn 
that part. Miss Nethersole has said that 
the playing of ‘Sappho’ is a question of 
dollars. Well, the dollar mark is not my 
point of view In art. If I can't have parts 
in wholesome plays I want to quit the pro- 
fession. 

“I have not seen Miss Netherrole’s pro- 
duction of ‘Sappho® and ‘have not even 
read her version. But I am familiar with 
Daudet’s story of the life of Fanny Le- 
grand, and I understand the dramatiza- 
tion follows the book closely. In that 
event I do not see how the play can be 
decent. It must be clearly immoral, and: I 
am sure all the adverse criticism that has 
been heaped upon ft by the press of this 
country is justified. I do not think it is 
fit for young men and women to see, and 
a play that cannot stand that test must 
be very bad and unfit for older perswns. 

‘Both the situattons and costumes of the 
play are objectionable and leave little for 
the imagination. If I should attempt tu 
play Fannie Legrand it would be necessary 
for me to wear tights in the first act. I 
would do that as salind or Galatea, but 
never in a ptay that appeals entirely to the

PIONEER AND PROMINENT MER- 
CHANT OF 8ST. LOUIS.

HONORABLE’ LIFE 


Foremost in Many Public Enterprises, 
He Was a Great Help to the 
Struggling Young City. 


Mr. Giles F. Filie¥, for many years one 
of the most prominent manufacturers in 
S&S. Louis, died Tuesday night at his home, 
1827 Locust “street. He was 8 years old, 
and death was the result of a bronchial af- 
fection brought on by a-severe cold. To 4 
younger person t iiiness would not have 
been ser:sus, but h aivanced age and 
infirmities rendered him unable to with- 
Biand the attack.

Gilles Filley rose to wealth and prom- 
inence RS poverty and obscurity by the 
determination, energy and integrity which 
were the predominant features of his char- 
acter. He was born in Connectf ut, an 
could .trace his ancestry to the Mayflower 
Puritans: The date of his birth was Feb. 
8. 1815. His father was a farmer and man- 
ufacturer, and the boy was reared on the 
farm and eiucated at the common schools 
and sat Wilbraham Academy, in Massa- 
chusetts, He left school at 19, ‘and immedi- 
ately «ame to St. Louis. H's elder brother, 
Oliver D. Filley, had’ preceded him on the 
journey, but they met at Cinctnnat! and

Manu? uring Company. Mr. Filley was 

the head of it until his retfrement in 
Filley was tdentified with many other 
He was a close friend of James 
a and when the building of the 
bridge was projected, he contributed to it 
In a novel way He declined to subscribe 
money, but said he would furnish stone as 
near cost as possible. He furnished all the 
etone for the piers, and when his contribt- 
tion was figured it was found to be nearly 
S20) He was also identified with. the 
building of the Kaneas Pactfic Rallroad. 

Mr. Filley was an uncompromising aboll- 
tionist and identified himself With the Un'‘on 
cause when the tssue was raised. He was 
associated in the establishment of a Frese 
Soil newspaper and was afterward associ- 
ated with Frank P. Blair in. the bu!'ding 
up of the Free Soil party. He was instru- 
mental in breaking up the shot trust which 
controlied the shot works of Missouri! and 
Proposed to charge the Government exces- 
sively for shot. 

‘Mr. Filley held pecullar views on the labor 
question. He was generous to his em- 
ployes, but was radically opposed to labor 
organizations. During the railroad strike 


of 1876. he placed a loaded cannon at the. 


door of his factory, and work was not 
interrupted. 

He never read but one novel, and that 
was Bellamy’s ‘Looking Backwarni.”” He 
read it in the hope that he might. get light 
on the solution of the labor question. 

A friend for whom he had indorsed paper 
to the amount \of $1.909.00 failed. Mr. Fil- 
ley‘s friends urged him to go Into bank- 
ruptey. He refused, asking for time, and 
eventually paid off the debt with interest 
amounting to $3N0.000. 

In 1844 Mr. E\\llev was married to Miss 
Maria M. Farrington of Hartford, Conn. 
Nine children were born to them, al! of 
them boys. Frank B., Charles H., Robert 
F.. Christepher G. and Victor G. are still 
living.
